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OPINION
John Watson appeal s from thedecision of the Lake County Circuit Court, which dismissad hispro
se complaint. For the reasons stated herein, we affirm the trial court’s decision.
|. Factsand Procedural History

John Watson (“Appellant™) is a Tennessee Department of Correction inmate housed at the
Northwest Correctional Complex (“NWCC”) in Tiptonville, Tennessee. Mike Y oung and Sonny
Wilkerson, the Defendants, were, at all timesrelevant, supervisors in the food service department
at NWCC.

OnMay 8, 1998, the Appellant suffered burninjuriesafter allegedly coming into contact with
exposed electrical wiringwhileworkinginthekitchen. Hefiled suit against Y oung and Wilkerson,

claiming that they were aware of the risk of harm but failed to take any action to correct the
dangerous condition. After no answer was filed on behalf of the defendants, the Appellant filed a



request for entry of default. On October 22, 1998, the trial court entered an order giving the
Defendants thirty days in which to respond to the complaint.! Thereafter, the Attorney General’s
Office, on behdf of the defendants, filed a motion for an extension of time in which to respond to
the complaint. Thetria court granted the motion, and the defendants subsequently filed a motion
to dismiss the complaint pursuant to Tennessee Rules of Civil Procedure 12.02(1) and (6).

On August 12, 1999, the trial court entered an order dismissing the case, finding that the
complaint asserted claims for negligence and the defendants, as state employees, had asolute
immunity from negligence claims pursuant to T.C.A. 89-8-307(h). The present appeal arisesfrom
the order dismissing the complaint.

[I. Law and Analysis

Thisappea comesbeforethe court on amotion to dismiss pursuant to rules 12.02(1) and (6)
of the Tennessee Rules of Civil Procedure. In considering the appeal of a Rule12.02(6) motion to
dismiss, this court is required to take the allegations of the complaint as true and to construe the
allegations liberally in favor of the plaintiff. Pemberton v. American Distilled Spirits Co., 664
SW.2d 690, 691 (Tenn. 1984). Such a motion admits the truth of all relevant and material
averments contained in the complaint but asserts that such facts do not constitute a cause of action.

Humphriesv. West End Terrace, Inc., 795 S.W.2d 128, 130 (Tenn. Ct. App. 1990). Our review of
the complaint leads us to conclude that the motion to dismiss was properly granted.

The defendants, as state employees, enjoyimmunity pursuant to T.C.A. § 9-8-307(h), which
provides:

State officersand employees are absol utelyimmunefrom liability for
actsor omissionswithinthe scope of the officer'sor employeesoffice
or employment, except for willful, malicious, or crimina acts or
omissions or for acts or omissions done for personal gain. For
purposes of this chapter, "state officer" or "employee" has the
meaning set forth in § 8-42-101(3).

The immunity provided by the quoted language serves as an absolute defense to all actions not
within the express exceptions. Therefore, the dispositive issue in this case centers on the nature of
the Appellant’s cause of action.

In his complaint, entitled “Tort Complaint,” the Appellant seeks redress for the “negligent
and proximateinjury he received while being confined to hisassignedwork duty.” Hefurther claims
that hisinjuries would not have occurred “had the defendants took reasonable care” and that their

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“negligence was the proximate result of injuries plaintiff suffered.”? Even his brief, filed for the
purposes of this appeal, speaks in terms of a negigence action. While it is sometimes difficult to
decipher a legal document written by a layperson, we are of the opinion that the Appellant’s
complaint clearly states a cause of action for negigence.

Evenif wewereto assume, arguendo, that the Defendants were aware of some defect in the
electrical wiring, their falure to repair such a defect does not qualify as a willful, malicious, or
criminal act. At most, the Defendants were negligent in failing to remedy a known risk. The
Appellant’ scomplaint speaksin negligenceterms, and the mereinsertion of words suchas*“wanton”
or “deliberate indifference” does not change the character of the cause of action. Thergore, no
exception to the statutory immunity exists, and the trial court properly dismissed the complaint?

TheAppellant also claimsthat the Defendantsviol ated hisrightsunder the Eight Amendment
to the United States Constitution. We need not ponder long to conclude that the complaint failsto
state a claim under the Eighth Amendment. Prison conditions are violative of the Eighth
Amendment only when they result in “serious deprivations of basic human needs.” Rhodes v.
Chapman, 452 U.S. 337, 347, 101 S.Ct. 2392, 2399, 115 L.Ed.2d 271 (1981). The question under
the Eighth Amendment is whether prison officials, acting with deliberate indifference, exposed a
prisoner to a sufficiently substantial "risk of serious damage to his future health." Helling v.
McKinney, 509 U.S. 25, 35, 113 S.Ct. 2475, 2481, 125 L.Ed.2d 22 (1993). Asstated previously,
the alegationsin the complaint, at most, make out a claim for negligence. Mere negigence does
not constitute deliberate indifference for the purposesof an Eighth amendment violation. Estellev.
Gamble, 429 U.S. 97, 97 S.Ct. 285, 50 L.Ed.2d 251 (1976). Moreover, we do not believe that the
aleged injuries suffered by the Appellant are the type of “serious damage” contemplated by the
applicable cases. As such, we believe the trial court was correct in dismissing that part of the
Appellant’s complaint alleging a violation of his Eighth Amendment rights.

% In his appeal brief, the Appellant attemptsto invoke T.C.A. § 9-8-307 (C), which confers
jurisdiction for “Negligently created or maintained dangerous conditions on state controlled real
property.” Thisissue hasnot beenraised previously, thereforewe shall not consideritinthisappeal.
See Lovell v. Metropolitan Government, 696 S.W.2d 2 (Tenn. 1985); Lawrence v. Stanford, 655
S.W.2d 927 (Tenn. 1983); Moran v. City of Knoxville, 600 SW.2d 725 (Tenn. Ct. App. 1979).




Conclusion

For the aforementioned reasons, the decision of thetrial court is affirmed.* Costs of the
goped aretaxed against the Appe lant, John Watson, for which execution may issueif necessary.

* The Appellant als claims that the trial court erred in failing to address his motion for
default judgment. The question of whether the default judgment should have been granted lies
within the discretion of the trial court, and we find no reason to question the court’ s decision.
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
